We  ara  especially  interested  in  remarks 
connected  with  the  dedication  of  the  Coo* 
eord  Free  Library,  a  gift  of  Sir.  Munrae, 
from  which  we  make  the  following  ex 
tracts: 

It  may  not  be  generally  known,  and  it 
may  interest  this  audience  to  know,  how 
early  Concord  elands  among  New  Bogland 
towns  as  the  owner  ol  a  tnwu- library.  1 
do  not  refer  to  the  establishment  ol  the 
present  library  in  1831,  though  that  was 
aarly  among  Ute  towns.  Our  antiquity  is 
much  greater,  and  goes  back  at  least  two 
hundred  yean.  If  any  other  town  or  city 
can  claim  precedence  of  us,  they  are  incit¬ 
ed  to  .bow  their  title.  In  1678,  a  commit 
tae,  consisting  of  ten  citisens,  wss  chosen 
to  giro  instructions  to  the  selectmen,  and 
of  tbe  seventeen  articles  which  they  pre 
pared  the  third  read  as  follows  ; 

“That  care  be  taken  of  the  books  of 
marten,  and  other  booke  that  belong  to 
tba  Town*,  that  they  lie  kept  from  abusive 
usage,  and  not  to  be  lent  lo  persons  more 
than  one  month  at  one  time.”

It  only  remains  for  me,  in  the  oams  and 
in  behalf  of  the  town  and  its  inhabitants, 
lo  give  some  slight  expression  of  their  re¬ 
spect  and  gratitude  to  their  benefactor. 
We  thank  you,  sir,  not  only  for  the  msg- 
aitnde  of  the  gift  in  its  pecuniary  value, 
but  for  the  wise  and  thoughtful  spirit 
which  planned  the  benefaction  and  has 
watched  over  every  detail  of  ita  comple¬ 
tion.  Tan  have  giver  to  yogr  native 
town  coiwcdilug  which  shall  idtke  ’  ft 
henceforth  a  town  better  worth  living  in. ' 
Wa  ara  glad  to  think  that  thi*  ie  an  ex¬ 
pression  of  kiad  foaling  and  regard  to  ea, 
tba  present  Inhabitants  of  Concord,  and 
that  feel  the  interest  of  personal  acquaint 
ance  in  our  welfare.  In  that  touching 
etory  of  the  olden  time,  when  tbs  olden 
of  tbe  people  went  to  invoke  the  Master's 
aid  for  the  centnrloin.  The  affectionate 
phrase  ol  their  intercession  wsa  that  ”  he 
u  trnrtky,  for  ne  loveth  oar  nation  and  ha 
bath  built  us  a  synagogue.”

oolors  and  relations  and  her  skil]  in  draw¬ 
ing,  woman  Is  fitted  to  succeed  in  what 
ever  requires  taste.  The  success  of  the 
lady  pupils  at  South  Kensington  Is  greater 
than  that  of  the  male  students,  and  that 
iB  the  face  of  greater  difficulties.  The 
many  branches  of  art  workmanship  requir¬ 
ing  delicate  fingers  and  native  readiness  of 
taste  can  be  better  performed  by  woman 
than  by  man.  In  1830  80.800  women  Wfie 
employed  In  wateb-mskiog  in  Switzerland.

is  it  if  It  has  a  fine  towfi-ball,  good  church¬ 
es,  good  preachers,  good  schools  ;  but  atill  I  morning  he  would
